Harding will declare for a hands 


off policy toward congress as one of 
the chief issues of his campaign for 
the presidency, according to his ad- 
visors. 


Repudiation of the Wilson admin- 


istration and an end to the "dictator- 
ship of tho. executive," will also be 
a campaign cry pounded into every 
precinct during the Harding 
cam- 


paign. 
Harding is on record as op- 


posed to a "one man government," 
and will shape his administration, if 
elected, only by the advice of coun- 
sellors, it is said. 
Harding is beginning early listen-

United Statos Steel Corporation and 
other largo companies. 
He was a 


iiptpp of Vassar college. 
With only a common school educa- 


tion. Perkins was able 
to 
make a 


place for himself at tho top in the 
financial and public affairs of the na- 
tion.

work that Perkins put into everything 
that left him a man broken physical- 
ly, at the age of 58 and hastened the 
end. The first known of his illness 
was when he failed to attend the re- 
publican national convention at Chi- 
cago.

mention Hoover. 
It is easy to note the 
objectionable 


qualities of these men, from the Staats- 
Zeitung's standpoint. They all support- 
ed the country loyally during the war, 
they all condemnd the machinations of 
German agents. Their course was Amer- 
ican, not German- American. And "na- 
turally not Hoover," who fed Belgium 
and kept the breath of life in it while it 
was overrun by the kaiser's gray-green 
hordes. 


But despite the veto the. Republicans 


named one of the men who "are for us 
impossible." What are these "(iennan- 
Americans" going to do now? 
If the 


Democratic convention proves no more 
complaisant where will they go? Will 
they throw their votes away on .the So- 
cialist candidate No. 2253, who cer- 
tainly proved un-American enough in the 
war emergency, or will they turn to the 
prospective third party and dictate who 
shall be its nominee- — LaFollette, for in- 
stance? In either event their votes will 
be wasted so. far as securing power with 
the next administration is concerned.

Americans" is less serious than that they 
have profited nothing by the lessons of 
the war and that there should still be in 
this country a body that impudently 
threatens by the exercise of on un-Amer- 
ican solidarity to defeat any political 
party that does not allow it to dictate the 
nomination for president of the United 
States.

CLOTH \OT APl'AREL 


The government has very justly decid- 


ed to appeal the decision of the federal 
judge who dismissed 
the indictments 


brought against President Wood and the 
American Woolen company on charges 
of profiteering. 


After the indictments were returned 


President Wood begged for a suspen- 
sion of popular judgment and said that 
when the "real facts" were made known 
his company would be relieved of all 
stigma. Then he went out and hired 
probably the most astute lawyer in the 
I'nited States, Charles K. Hughes, who 
immediately set to work to free his cli- 
ents on technicalities. Instead of present- 
ing in court the facts so ardently desired 
by Mr. Wood he asked that the case be 
dismissed on the ground that woolen 
cloth is not "wearing apparel" within the 
meaning of the Lever anti-proliteering 
act and won his point. The cases were 
quashed. 


The government is entitled to know 


from a higher court whether the Lever 
law is deficient in this respect, not only in 
justice to Mr. Wood, who was so anxious 
to prove his innocence that he must have 
felt terribly upset when his attorney got 
him off on a technicality, but because if 
it is a fact the prosecution's hands are 
tied in many cases. 


By the decision of District Judge Mack 


every profiteer but one concerned in the 
increasing of clothing prices escape. The 
woolen cloth profiteer may gouge all he 
pleases. So may the button profiteers, 
the thread profiteers, cotton profiteers, 
each and all, excepting the luckless indi- 
vidual who assembles together all the 
products of the "court licensed" profi- 
teers into a garment to be worn. If the 
last named profiteers he violates the Lev- 
er act, intimates this judge. 


It is desirable to know just where raw 


material stops and the finished product 
begins. If there is an ersential difference 
up to the very last process of all it should 
be. made clear. If cloth is not apparel 
until a pair of shears has cut into it we 
must know it. In no other way can Mr. 
Wood and his company secure that real 
vindication. 


EIGHT-HOI R FARMIXG 


Apropas of the rather unlimited dis- 


cursion of the relative values, merits and 
hardships of farm, and city labor, it 
might be well to consider exactly what 
would be the result of an eight hour day 
for farmers with Saturday afternoons 
and Sundays off. 


If a fanner works forty acres of land, 


exclusive of his pasture, he is doing an 
average sized job. In doing it he puts in 
ten hours a day in the field. Besides this 
he does his chores. "Chores" is a para- 
doxical designation. The labor involved 
in them is harder than a good many city 
jobs. The length of time spent upon 
chores depends upon how many head of 
stock the farm maintains. Ten head of 
cows and a team of horses would keep ;i 
man busy about two and a half hours, 
morning and night, and perhaps a half 
hour at noon or five and half hours per 
day. 


To give a farmer an eight hour day 


this five and a half hours would have, to 
be deducted from the field work, leaving 
two and a half hours to be spent in plow- 
ing, cultivating, planting or whatever 
work the season called for. This brief 
time is one-fourth of ten hours. There- 
fore if the farmer who works forty acres 
by putting in ten hours a day in the field 
and five more at chores is given an eight 
hour day he would handle but ten acres. 
In other words his production would be 
decreased 75 per cent.- This estimate 
does not consider time out for five hours 
of chores Sunday and three more Satur- 
day afternoon and evening of each week.

more uncaring, heedless driving by those 
in charge. 


The total of accidents here and else- 


where is appalling and nearly all, whe- 
ther collisions with interurbans, street, 
cars or other autos or plunges over an 
embankment, may be traced back to one 
primary cause—taking a chance. If you 
were not taking a chance the other fel- 
low was. Taking a chance to gain a min- 
ute or two and then the hospital or the 
morgue. 


What are we going to do about it? 


More than anything else we need to get 
the speed maggot out of our brains if tin- 
public highways are not to become sham- 
bles, but there are precautions provided 
by law that would reasonably safeguard 
{lie careful driver if the law was en- 
forced.. But the law isn't always en- 
forced. 


There are too many irresponsible, ex- 


citement-seeking young hoys and imma- 
ture young girls driving cars who have 
no business on earth to lie at the steering 
wheel. The state speed limits are broken 
even- minute of the driving hours some- 
where on country roads. 


In the city of Appleton the police are 


doing all that is possible with a limited 
squad to control matters and speeders 
and traffic violators are being punished 
with increasing severity, but in the coun- 
try there appears to be little or no inter- 
est in the situation. A quick, sharp cam- 
paign by the officials at this season could 
accomplish a great deal. 


And the troubles resulting from care- 


less driving of delivery trucks could be 
greatly lessened if the firms and corpor- 
ations using them would call their driv- 
ers together at intervals and impress 
upon them very seriously the necessity 
of complying strictly with all 
traffic 


rules, even if a few minutes a day is lost 
in so doing. To tacitly encourage speed- 
ing is to invite a costly danger.

H. S. list of emergency remedies to 
take on your vacation includes something like 
half a gallon of castor oil and several clips ot 
the famous C. C. pills (C. C. meaning either 
compound cathartic or contains calomel). All 
the list lacks to insure a perfectly safe vacation 
is a stretcher and a steam sterilizer. 
When I 


began practice 1 used to carry constantly next 
my liver a complete surgical emergency case. In 
the course of a few year* 1 wore out three such 
cases carrying them around and never amputat- 
ed a leg. 
Here are some odds and ends to stick in a 


pocket in your car or a corner of your carpet- 
bag when you are going on a vacation. 


Iodine, two drams in a heavy vial enclosed in 


a wooden case. 


Aromatic spirits of ammonia, one ounce. 
Flexible collodion, two drams. 
Adhesive plaster, one-inch spool. 
Bandages, one each one inch, two inches, three 


inches. 
Gauze, two sealed one-yard envelopes. Cotton, 


tv.o ounces. 


Vaseline, one-ounce tube. 
Headache tablets, preferably 
acetylsalicylic 


acid. 
Laxative tablets, preferably one-grain phenol- 


phthalein. 


Paregoric, one ounce. 
Boric acid, one ounce. 
Three seidlitz powders. 
The iodine should be swabbed once immedi- 


ately on every cut, scratch, or 
wound. Small 


wounds may be sealed over with collodion. Larg- 
er ones may be drawn together with adhesive 
plaster, and covered with some vaseline, gauze, 
cotton and bandage. A half teaspoonful of aro- 
matic spirits or ammonia given in one-fourth 
glassful of cold water is a quick stimulant for 
shock or fainting. Paregoric is for bellyache. 
About a teaspoonful of boric acid dissolved in a 
cupful of boiled water makes a gentle, non-ir- 
ritating and non-poisonous antiseptic solution 
for bathing inflamed eyes, for mouth wash or 
for gargle. 
A seidlitz powder settles 
a 
sick 


stomach and acts as a saline laxative. The whole 
outfit may be carried in your pocket. No need 
to lug along a dispensary equipment unless you 
are planning to set up as a camp doctor.
